Gentlemen, regarding the crash involving the Mercedes vs pick up truck at Ventura Blvd and Winnetka Ave in Woodland 
Hills Friday night, I would also like to raise the issue of racing and speeding on Dumetz Road between Topanga Canyon 
Blvd and Serrania Ave. The screeching sounds occur nightly. What do we have to do to get some stop signs erected at 
the intersection of Alhama Drive and Dumetz Road? Alhama Drive between Ventura Blvd and Dumetz Road has also 
become hazardous at times. Although the speed limit is 15 mph, the speed bumps are ineffective at slowing speeders 
who race over the bumps and dangerously pass drivers going the speed limit. Can we petition for a stop sign on Alhama 
Drive in this location? Canoga Avenue between Ventura Blvd and Dumetz Road has also become hazardous even though 
the speed limit is 30 mph. The electronic speed sign on Canoga is not an effective deterrent. Can we get some increased 
police enforcement at morning or evening rush hours in our area to help stop some of these drivers?
